itself, not even all the power and wis- 


| dom it manifests, which can lead us to

intelligence, personality and holiness 
can only be deducted from the facts of 
our consciousness. So true is this, that 
those, even, amongst the most learned, 
who have studied the economy of the 
material world apart from the revela- 
tions' of the mind, have landed in mate- 
rialism, and if they have formed any 
theology it is a theology made up of 
necessity and nature, law and blind 
foree,—immoral and unspiritual, sgul- 
less and Godless. Those who look with- 
in and study the constitution of the 
mind cannot fail to find in it positive 
arguments which necessitate belief in 
true Theism{ Our consciousness at 
once reveals to us free intelligence and 
moral liberty as the essential character- 
istics of the human mind, which distin- 
guish it from matter, raise it above the 
brute necessity which governs the mate- 
rial world, and constitute the funda-

mental. -arguments . for. а. Пейу.- То 
deny these essential attributes of human- 
ity would be to ignore the basis of 
theology and ethics. Were we to identi- 
fy mind with matter and regard intelli- 
gence as a mere physical phenomenon, 
we must necessarily deny the spiritual- 
ity and independence of God; and if we 
ignore our own moral nature we would 
be constrained to deny God’s holiness 
and His position as moral governor of 
the universe. 


Faith— 

In fact, faith is the beginning of reli- 
gion—the basis of religious life—the 
point of departure from worldly life to 
the gate through which we enter into 
God’s Kingdom. ° 


The man of faith sees that there is a 
_ next world. 
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With the next world before me, this 
present world seems shadowy; all its 
glittering and gold, all its acquaintances 
and friends, are but for a day, but for 
an hour, but for a moment perhaps,— 
but that great world I see before me is 
real, far more real than anything that 
this world presents to my view. 

Eternity must be regarded, because 
that is my real home. 


My permanent residence is where 
there is no death, where there is no 
sorrow, if I am righteous here. 


We must live and die for truth, for 
God, for immortality.

It is my duty to magnify God, and

Future Life— б 

It has been demonstrated that the 
soul which is the real man lives in God— 
it does not live in the body nor does 
it receive its nourishment from it. God 
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is its life, and in Him it lives and 
moves and has its being. The body 
stands to the soul in the same relation 
as dress to the body. Take off the 
dress, the body remains just as it was, 
so take away the body the soul lives 
just as it used to live in the body. 


The dissolution of the body does not 
argue the death of the soul. For the 
soul draws its vitality from God, and 
then I die, only when my deep con- 
nection with Him, the great source of 
life, itself ceases. 


The body is my earthly tabernacle, 
remove it, I do not die. I do not live 
in the body; but I live in God. 


True life means living in God. 


We live in God. 
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To think-cf-God is to think of ап 
Eternal Being, and since He is the life 
of my life, it is perfectly natural to 
conclude that Т shall also live in Him 
throughout eternity. 


The inner spirit is dressed in God. 
Though all outward vestments fall, God 
Himself, the inmost dress of the soul, 
is eternal. : : | 


Then it is in a manner proved that 
the Divine Will, the eternal fountain 
from which flow our wisdom, love, joy 
and purity, will continue to keep up 
our life for ever and ever.

It is nothing but a mere change, no 
reality belongs to. death. I know my- 
self as living in an Infinite and Ever- 
living Soul. The Soul and God are so 
tied together as the former drawing the 
sap of life and the Latter giving it. This 
proposition is true of time as well as 
of eternity. Through hope I realize 
futurity. There are three points :— 
Self, God and Life. The knowledge of 
self constitutes phychology, the know- 
ledge of God theology, and in the fact 
that self lives in God we find the doc- 
trine, of Immortality. * 


Seek direct and positive evidence— 
enter into the very constitution and 
nature of the soul and you will be con- 
vinced of your immortality. Be true - 
to yourself—believe yourself as living

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in God and there will remain no doubt 
as to your future life. 


For it was useless to possess a faith 
in God-if the soul was not immortal. 

_ A just God and a soul without immor- 
tality are things impossible. 

It is His living will that we shall also 
enjoy Him through eternity, and go on 
from pure to purer stage of life, сгай!- 
ed in His justice, love’ and wisdom. 


If we live in God,. we cannot die in 
God. We can die only outside of God. 


We live in God, we shall live in Him 
throughout eternity. Не is our eternal 
Father and Mother and it is His 
business to supply us for ever with the 
. necessaries of life. He will treat us 
beyond the grave as justly, lovingly and

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wisely as He is doing us now. It.would 
be a calamity to know more of the next 
world than this. It is enough to know 
that we shall continue to live hereafter 
in the same just, loving and wise God. 


But intercommunion with spirit is 
possible only through God. 


A family on earth is a family in 
heaven. And we shall live in each other - 
as we live in God.

The very same light that shows us 
God, helps us to see immortality. 


Those who cultivate the powers of 
spiritual perception, realize that there 
is eternal blessedness reserved for them. 
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The Disease and the Remedy— 

Life in the spirit is the source of all 
sanctity and holiness. There is heaven. 
Where? In the spirit-world, where the 
soul dwells with God, surrounded by all 
the things of the spirit. 


For I say there is a spirit world just 
as there is a matter-world. 


The true devotee, though in the world, 
strives to live above it in the world 
of the spirit. He seeks the higher re- 
gion of heaven within, where, freed 
from the life of the flesh and emancipa- 
ted from the‘senses, he enjoys deep 
communion in the inmost recesses of 
his heart. Every .thing he needs he 
finds there. He has his library there, 
he has, his treasure there, even his food 
and drink he finds there. And there, 
too, he is happy in the company of 
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departed prophets and saints. The 
whole thing is complete, a world 
perfect in itself, and satisfying all the 
needs of the higher spirit, as completely 
as this world satisfied all the needs of 
the flesh. Our animal nature is satis- 
fied here, our spiritual nature is satisfied 
there. It is not of occasional contem- 
plation I speak, but of living in the 
spirit continually and conquering the 


flesh. This is true salvation . This is 


true spiritual sanctification. 


Now if there is a craving for spiri- 
tual life; it must manifest itself in the 
first place in the shape of meditation. 
Man must be contemplative if he wishes 
to attain this spiritual life, this higher 
life in God. 5 

Contemplation is indispensable, be- 
cause the things of this world please 
not the true devotee of God. He wants 
to be encompassed by the higher reali- 
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ties of heaven so that he may touch 
and see and feel them. 


Naturally and easily man glides into 
the religions of the inner world, and 
closes the window of the heart, and in 
its dark chamber practises and enjoys 
communion with the Spirit-God. 


In the higher flights of devotion а 
feeling comes upon the soul, which ir- 
respective of all other considerations 
drags the.soul nearer and nearer to the 
realities of the spiritual world, and 
makes it passionately fond of them, | 
so that at last it feels quite at home 
among them. The spiritually-minded 
devotee must love the things of the 
spirit and be inclined to meditation. 


But I must hail true asceticism, 
which means simplicity, contentment.

joy, sanctity, love, and the soul’s joy- 
ful: communion with Heaven. 

There is such a thing, we know, as 
a strong craving for food and drink, 
so there is a strong craving for spiri- 
tual food and drink. 


My friends, true religion is a unity, 
in which all the elements of spiritual 
life are harmonised and united. 


Religious and Social Reformation— 
Man comes not into this stage of 
existence, into this world, for the grati- 
fication of his senses, for the attainment 
of a few material advantages; his atten- ` 
` tion aught to be directed to that world 
which we call the hereafter of our exist- 
ence. 
The Dangerous ‘‘Perhaps’’— 
As we are certain about the existence 
- of God so we are equally certain about 
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immortality and conscience. As we 
throw off the outer garment so ‘we 
throw off this body. І am not my body 
—it is a machine which I ply. I live 
not in my body. I draw my life directly 
from God. If I live in my God, I live 
in Him for ever. р 

Immortality is a continuance of our 
existence—a perpetual duration in God. 
This continued spiritual progression is 
our next world. 


God is our heaven; God is the abode 
of all prophets—we realize the next 
world when we worship God. Prayer 
is offered not on earth but in heaven. 
The soul has gone up to its maker when 
it prays. 

Great Men— 


The highest revelation, then, is inspi- 
ration, where spirit communes with 
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spirit, face to face without any media- 
tion whatsoever. 


Regenerating Faith— 

What the eye is to things visible, 
what reason is to things demonstrable, 
that is faith to the invisible realities of 
the spirit world. Faith is the eye of 
the soul whereby it sees spiritual reali- 
ties, directly and vividly. For verily 
the soul hath its eyes just as the body 
hath. 


You must learn to realize the next 
world through faith, and so hold it 
vividly before you as a? real sphere of 
existence that it may influence your 
lives, and form a mjghty’motive to vir- 
tue and righteousness. Faith is, said, 
“the evidence of things not seen”; it 
is also, as regards the life to come, “Ше 
substance of things. hoped Гог.” It is 
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the substratum, firm and immovable as 
a rock, upon which our hopes of a 
blessed eternity rest. 


__ Whereas those who have faith in im- 
mortality live for it, and are above 
doubts and misgivings. 


The soul is not only to be dead to the 
world, but alive unto God and truth; 
it must not only retire from the world, 
but enter into the kingdom of heaven. 


In the natural course of man’s progress 
it is invariably the case that so soon 
as the body dies the spirit rises regenera- 
ted; that in proportion to the mortifi- 
cation of the carnal is the development 
of the spiritual life; and that the further 
the soul is from the world the nearer 
it is to the kingdom of God. 
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If it is true, as you all must admit, 
that the body is governed and preserved 
mainly by instincts, it is equally true 
that man’s spiritual nature is in the 
same manner, and to the same extent 
governed and preserved by spiritual 
instincts. As the body seeketh food 
under the irrepressible instinct of 
hunger, so the spiritual man hungereth 
after God and righteousness. As the 
body ever seeks carnal pleasure ‘with 
passionate ardour, so the soul, when 
regenerated, enthusiastically pursues 
spiritual joys; and as the body rejoices 
in the richness and felicities of the 
world, so doth the soul ‘“‘rejoice in 
the Lord always”. Mark the analogy. 
In both cases you see the free, natural, 
spontaneous, and impulsive action of 
instincts and passions, whether as 
regards the preservation of life or the 
pursuit and enjoyment of happiness; 
there is no cold calculation, no inferen- 
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tial process of logic. In short, he in- 
deed lives carnally who lives in the 
world and loves it, so he is truly re- 
generate who lives in God and loves 
Him. Spiritual life is as natural to 
the soul as carnal life is to the body, 
and just as pleasant and attractive. 
There are men said to live regenerate 
in God when they think His separation 
to be death, and, therefore, ever cling 
to Him as their “meat апа drink’? 5 
‘when duty becomes desirable, and 
human will harmonizes with 90055) 
when He becomes unto them the light 
of their eyes and the joys of their 
hearts; when removed altogether from 
the world, they live day and night in 
holy and sweet divine communion in 
the kingdom of heaven within. 


None of us can enter God’s kingdom 
unless we become innocent as little 
children. Whatever value you may 
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attach to your education and civiliza- 
tion, your social and domestic virtues, 
and piety, for which the world so highly 
esteems you, you are greatly mistaken 
if you think with such price you can 
purchase everlasting life. You must 
bend your proud head, and with humili- 
ty and lowliness of spirit enter the 
narrow and low gate of God’s kingdom. 

Faith enables men not only to live 
well, but, what is more, to die well. 
Death, which is so tormenting and 
dreadful to sinners, and to worldly- 
minded men, in spite of their boasted- 
honesty, is but a welcome guide to 
God’s house to the man of faith. Faith 
sweetens and gladdens the death-bed, 
and wreathes it with the evergreens 
of hope and resignation. 


If you seek your true welfare here 
and hereafter, each of you should have 
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this sort of living and childlike faith— 
faith that ever holds God vividly before 
the mind’s eye, and loves Him as 
Father, and Friend, and Saviour—and 
you will, however sinful and weak you 
may now be, attain new life, and, like 
little children, enjoy peace and happi- 
ness in His company and service. 


The Future Church— 

When from the grosser objects of 
the senses we turn our attention within, 
and view the phenomena of the mind, 
what do we see there ? Там, harmony, 
and order, as perfect as what, we see- 
in the external world. Nay, the soul’s 
mechanism and government appear Гас 
more wonderful and beautiful than 
those of the material universe, and it 
holds the Divinity nearer and clearer 
. to us. In conscience and the general 
economy of our moral nature we behold 
the sovereignty of the Moral Governor; 
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in our will we see a refiection of the 
Infinite Personality of the Creator; and 
in all the spiritual instincts and intui- 
tions we trace the outpourings of the 
Holy Fountain of Truth. 


Inspiration— 

True prayer is not the language of 
prayer. It is not words, it is not bodily 
posture. When properly analysed it 
will be found to represent simply a 
peculiar attitude of the soul—a God- 
"уғата attitude, a heavenward attitude. 
_ True prayer is the unexpressed and 
hidden spark of heavenly aspiration 
which rises in the soul aiid is seen only 
by God Almighty. The unspoken lan- 
guage of true prayer,no ear hath heard ; 
the deep spirit of true prayer no eye 
hath ever seen. An attitude of reve- 
rent humility and self-consecration, an 
attitude of child-like trust and meek- 
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ness, an attitude indicative of a deep 
conciousness of weakness and а strong 
sense of the necessity of Divine aid 
—such an attitude is prayer. Prayer 
may be defined as the human soul in a 
kneeling posture, with its eyes of faith 
and trust looking up towards God. . If 
a man only assumes that attitude, I 
say it is sure and certain that man has 
prayed, though our ears have not 
heard a single word. Directly the soul 
assumes this position towards heaven, 
directly it comes into this latitude and 
longitude of the spiritual world, the 
rays of the Eternal Sun of Righteous- 
ness fall upon it and enlighten it.

His law is as uniform and immutable 
in the world of mind as in the world of 
matter. 
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Ever since man was created the whole 
spiritual world has been governed by 
the immutable law of prayer. 


Not only should all men have His 
spirit breathed into them, but every 
soul must be continually replenished 
with fresh showers of His grace day 
after day. 


God acts upon the soul, and the soul 
re-acts upon God, and there is action 
and re-action again and again. Man 
cries earnestly for spiritual life, God res- 
ponds. That response stirs the deepest 
depths of the heart, and we pour forth 
our feelings and sentiments of love and 
gratitude, and consecrate our energies 
unto God.

As the carnal man sinks, Ше spiritual 
man rises. 
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Between man and God there is an 
eternal distinction. No sophistry, no 
delusive fancy can convert the duality 
into a unity. I do not speak of an 
imagined transformation of self with all 
its sins into God: but the real casting 
away of animal life and the actual 
growth of the soul in heavenly purity. 
I am speaking of an actual conversion— 
a reality which you cannot mistake or 
doubt.

Behold the Light of Heaven in India— 
How do I know that God exists? 
Because I stand in His presence and 
hear those solemn words as they fall 
from His lips. Seeing and hearing, 
these are my testimonies. The eye- 
and the ear are my witnesses; I mean 
the eye and the ear of the soul. They 
bear consentient testimony to the God- 
head. Their evidence none can dispute. 
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Indeed, more irrefragable testimony is 
not possible than that borne by the 
senses. As of material so of spiritual 
realities, the eye and the ear can 
offer the best and most valid proofs. 
It is these two that help us to. 
know and follow God in India to-day, 
not books. Our ideas of the Divinity ` 
are not abstract and intellectual, but 
are based upon direct and intuitive 
knowledge. Our faith in God is not 
so much a conception as a -spiritual 
perception. We see Him as a present 
reality, a living Person, with the mind’s 
eye, and therefore believe in Him.- Nay, 
we not only see Him, but we likewise 
hear His voice, as Не Whispers in our 
inmost soul to the ear of conscience. 
He whom we adore is not а logical 
Divinity, but the Living God, who 
makes Himself visible and audible to 
the believer’s soul. 
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God speaks to every one of us, and 
we hear His thrilling voice in the soul. 


For saving knowledge and the truth 
that giveth eternal life, we must repair 
to the very Fountain-head of all in- 


spiration, and not the channels through | 


which it flows. To each man, saint or 
sinner, the Holy Spirit speaks directly 


as the In-dwelling Teacher. There is. 


no light for us, in heaven or on earth, 
unless God becomes our Teacher and 
Guide. 


Our Faith and Our Experiences— 
Experience. has proved that it is not 
possible for tke finite soul to realize 
and worship the Infinite Soul, ‘‘in spirit 
and in truth”. In the consciousness of 
the true devotee the Divine Spirit shines 
as a Reality infinitely more real than the 
small realities of the world around us. 
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Whoever believes іп the Infinite and 
Living Spirit-God must perforce accept, 
as а necessary part of that doctrine, 
the immortality and accountability of 
the human soul. 


He who believes in the Living God 
has already tacitly believed in the next 
world. 


In natural religion, in pure Theism, 
there can be no divinity, without a future 
world, no immortality without a divi- 
nity. The intuitive eye raised above be- 
holds God; directed forward it sees its 
future home in the next world. A 
father without a home, a home without 
a father, that is an anomaly against 
which nature rebels. 


The soul feels that its life is in God, 
and shall continue to be in God. I live 
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in the Infinite Vital Power—here you 
have the doctrine of God. 

I will continue to live in that power— 
here you have the doctrine of immorta- 
lity. If we have then no life apart 
from God, we cannot but regard Him 
and our future existence as one inte- 
gral fact. 


As the Lord enters the heart of the 
devout believer, He brings with Him 
the future heaven, the house of ‘‘many 
mansions,” where the moral world is 
completed, and where blessedness and 
glory everlasting await His children. 
If then you acknowledge Him, you 
must believe in that heaven, and strive 
to live righteously here, that you may 
worthily enter your place hereafter. 


Worship the Spirit-God, believe in 
immortality, and live righteously—this 
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is all that the theology of our Church 
teaches. 


Blessed are they whose souls always, 
and in all circumstances, dwell lovingly 
in the Lord, for they dwell in heaven. 


Wherever you may be, if the soul 
dwells in the All-Soul, you are in 
heaven! Say not of heaven, it is lo! 
here, lo! there, for it is within. If 
you keep near your God you cannot be 
far from heaven, for your God is your 
heaven. You need not repair to heaven 
there to meet the Heavenly Father, for 
wherever the Heavenly #ather is, there 
surely is heaven. ; 


Believe that God is heaven, and seek 
heaven in God. 
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Philosophy and Madness in Religion— 

The waking Deity is not visible to the 
sleeping soul. The way to the most 
Real-lies not through dream-land. It 
is in real consciousness alone that the 
Lord is realized. 


There is no local heaven. That is 
heaven where we go during prayer and 


meditation, and enjoy, in the serene © 


presence of the loving God, the unspeak- 
able sweets of communion. That is 
heaven where the soul enjoys the com- 


pany of all departed saints. In fact, - 


heaven means only that exalted attitude 
of the soul in which it feels and realizes 
the nearness of? God, and is drawn by 
spiritual affinity toward all departed 
prophets wherever they may happen to 
be. 


-Wherever the Lord is there His saints 
abide. Wherever He manifests Himself 
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there they are sure to be present in 
spirit. When therefore we hold com- 
munion with God in the inner sanctuary, 
we are surrounded by all celestial 
spirits, whether we know them or not, 
and as the light of His beaming coun- 
tenance fills us with holy radiance, the 
goodness and devotion : and purity of 
their lives pour into us through Him, 
and altogether we feel we are in the 
land of the saints above. Rest assured 
that heaven is not lo! here, lo! there, 
but within. 


India asks: Who is Christ— 

And as self ebbed away, Heaven came 
pouring into the soul. For, as you all 
know, nature abhors a vacuum, and 
hence as soon as the soul is emptied of 
self Divinity fills the void. 
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.-God-vision in the Nineteenth Century— 

Thus it is that heaven, the dwelling 
place of departed saints and prophets, 
is included in God-vision. In true 
vision we do not see an abstract solitary 
Deity, wholly separated from the uni- 
verse, but a Living Force in which all 
great moral forces are held together. 
All the prophets dwell in God, and draw 
their spiritual nourishment and inspira- 
tion from Him. 


As on earth, men and women, beasts, 
birds and creeping things, and myriads 
of inanimate objects are kept up and 
constantly quickened by Divine force, 
so in heaven -all departed spirits аге 
sustained by God’s animating force, the 
source of all things here and above, the 
fountain of all life and vitality. He is 
heaven itself, for in His living force is 
held the entire confraternity of blessed 
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saints and martyrs of ancient and 
modern times. It is impossible to con- 
ceive any prophet—spirit apart from 
God. 


Whenever the Father presses you to 
His bosom, do you not feel that there 
are others also in His bosom? When- 
ever He appears in ‘the temple of the 
devotees’ hearts, He comes with His 
children. Such.is the vision of God and 
heaven, which men in these days are 
privileged and permitted to see. The 
. heaven I hold up before your eyes is 
not the fabled heaven we used to hear 
of from the lips of our old grand- 
mothers, а fairy palace’ hid above the’ 
clouds, but‘ а heaven near to us all, a 
present reality, a city of enfranchised 
spirits, a family of loved saints in the 
inmost recesses of the soul, dwelling in 
the loved Father. 
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There is not one drop of blood in 
you, but it cometh from the Lord; not 
one breath you draw, but the Lord 
is in it. Thus you see a burning God 
everywhere, a devouring fire in heaven 
above and on earth below.

He 
liveth among us;- He dwelleth in our 
homes; Не is present with us in all 
the vast and varied concerns of life;

He is moving ‘matter and mind, so 
as to bring unto us spiritual blessings 
in the end. 


The Lord is our only hope, the foun- 
tain of happiness and joy; and as soon 
as we offer our prayers unto Him, He 
wipeth off the tears of sorrow and -re- 
moveth the heaviness of our hearts.

And when we die, on our death-bed 
the loving-kindness of the Father shall 
reveal itself; the darts of death shall 
become inoffensive, all the sorrows of 
death shall be taken away, and we shall

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Living God, He who is plenteous in 
mercy will hear us, and grant our 
prayers. . 


In regard to spiritual blessings there 
need be no wavering; we have one 
course clear and open before us. Pray 
for spiritual strength, spiritual wisdom, 
the light of God’s countenance, for 
purity, righteousness, peace, and truth. 
For all these pray and pray with un- 
wavering and steadfast hearts; pray 
without any doubt or any wavering; 
for we are sure it is the wish of the 
Lord that we should have those bless- 
ings. While we pray unto Him for 
feeding, strengthening, ‘and purifying ` 
the spirit, we are sure that our prayers 
are consonant to the Divine will. We 
do not want anything which the Lord 
does not like to give us, but our prayers 
are in unison with His will—the human 
will harmonizing with the Lord’s will, 
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when we pray earnestly and sincerely 
for ‘spiritual blessings. 


The Love of God— 

We must worship God, we must 
bring before Him the offerings of our . 
souls,—our thanksgivings, our hymns 
and prayers. The soul must be at work 
as much as the hands ought to be at 
work. If the-intellect has made itself 
acceptable unto God, and if the hands 
have been found ready to give offerings 
unto the Lord, the soul must not be 
idle. Let the soul send forth all its 
best and noblest aspirations, -its warm- 
est prayers unto God. 


If you wish to inherit eternal life, 
love Him not only with your mind, 
with your will, with your soul, but also 
with your heart. 
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І desire that Heaven should be 
opened wide, and there shall come from 
above a flood of the pure waters of life, 
which shall make us cool, and give com- 
fort unto our dry and dreary souls. 


He alone is the abode of happiness; 
He alone is the everlasting fountain of 
peace and comfort. 


Let us dig wells of living faith in 
our hearts, and there shall come a 
perennial stream of purity and peace, 
which shall flow оп everlastingly. 
Brethren, love your God with your 
whole heart, with your whole mind, 
with your whole will, and with your 
whole soul, and you shall inherit ever- 
lasting life.

How to render that home happy is 
its sole object and aim. 


To dwell for ever in that home under 
the guardianship of Infinite Mercy, free 
from sin, far from suffering and secure 
against death is its only hope and 
prayer.

DISCOURSES AND WRITINGS. 


Primitive Faith and Modern 
Speculation— 

That is true religion which satisfies 
both our intellectual and our spiritual 
cravings—which satisfies our yearning 
for what is visible, tangible and objec- 
tive in religion and at the same time 
enables us to hold communion with Him 
who is unseen, invisible, far above all 
our senses, far beyond the reach of 
man’s intellect. That is true religion 
which is at once intellectual, emotional 
and practical, which can secure to us 
the combined advantages of modern 
enlightenment and civilization and pri- 
mitive inspiration. 


Verily the heart panteth after God’s 
loving face, and such longing is natural. 
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Unless and until we acknowledge а 
personal God our nature is not satisfied. 
The deeper cravings of the soul are not 
gratified. Such belief is altogether 
natural. We must believe in God’s 
personality if we are true to ourselves. 


The Kingdom of Неауеп— 

Let me now proceed to unfold the 
positive side of the idea and explain 
what the Kingdom of Heaven is. In 
the first place it is a Kingdom. 

It is a system of government with the 
Almighty at its head. It recognises, 
Him as the universal King, and all 
mankind as His subjects. It is not like 
any earthly. forms of Government, re- 
publican, aristocratic or monarchical. 
It acknowledges no human ruler or 
rulers. Nor is it based upon the 
changeable and capricious codes of 
Civil and Criminal law which men 
manufacture to repress crime and pre- 
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serve order. It recognises no other law 
than the supreme and immutable moral 
law of God—the law of righteousness of 
love, which it seeks to enforce for the 
promotion of peace and purity in the 
hearts of its subjects. In the Kingdom 
of Heaven all men and women offer alle- 
giance and homage to the King of kings 
and the Lord of lords, and dwell 
happily together under His sway, secure 
against the ravages of inward and ex- 
ternal foes. Secondly the Kingdom of 
Heaven is a social confederation, a com- 
„ munity. It not only. represents’ the 
union of individual souls with the 
Divine Ruler but also the union of those 
souls with each other, and the exchange 
of mutual sympathies and services 
among them. It is a state of society 
with a complete code of social laws and 
customs, usages and institutions all of a 
heavenly character and infinitely 
superior to what we see in even the 
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most elevated form of social existence 
on earth. There humanity completely 
ignores selfishness and necessarily as- 
sumes the form of a social organization. 
There all individuality lives in the com- 
munity, and life is altogether social. 
The souls of all are united together by 
the ties of a compact and indissoluble 
fellowship and they find joy and purity 
in discharging their duties to each 
other, and promoting mutual happiness. 
But the Kingdom of Heaven is more 
than a society. It is a church, in which 
the Holy God reigns supreme as the 
object of universal worship. That 
church acknowledges only one God, 
and suffers no created bring or object 
to share the glories and prerogatives of 
Divine majesty. Those who inhabit the 
Kingdom of Heaven not only form a 
community but a religious community. 
Not only are their hearts tied, but their 
souls too. No denominational or sec- 
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tarian differences separate them or 
foment jealousies and rancour. But all 
are united in the Church Catholic, whose 
Head is the One True God. Lastly, 
the Kingdom of Heaven is a sweet home 
—the home of God’s family. There all 
men and women are brothers and 
sisters. They dwell as one united 
family recognising God as their common 
Father, and serving each other with all 
the zeal and joy of domestic attachment. 
There services are rendered unto each 
other not under legal, social or.religious 
ordinances, but as a labour of love. No 
duty is hard or dry, no work irksome. 
In that holy family love is the only 
creed, the rule and motive of all virtue, 
the source of unity and joy; love alone 
is “е fulfilling of the law.” I have 
presented to you the general outlines of 
the Kingdom of Heaven, and have 
shown by analogies ‘what it is like. 
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In this world man is at war with God; 
in this Kingdom of Heaven he is recon- 
ciled to and united with his Maker. 
The union of humanity with Divinity is 
the chief characteristic of that kingdom. 


The first thing demanded of every 
pilgrim to the Kingdom of Heaven is 
self-surrender—unconditional and abso- 
lute self-surrender. Without this there 
ean be no admission into God’s king- 
dom. 


If then you wish to enter the Kingdom 
of Heaven, you must not retain the 
least trace of self-will in the heart, but 
recognise, in all things God’s will as 
your own will. : 


If there is real happiness іп our 
higher life it is a reflection of His joy. 
Thus wisdom, ‘strength, love and joy 
emanate from the source of all that is 
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good and great, and descend into our 
hearts from heaven. 


All truth, all goodness is God’s. It 
comes to us from Him, but it is His. 
He is the eternal fountain of righteous- 
ness, and from Him small streams of 
purity are ever flowing into the hearts 
of men. If we are truly wise we are 
wise in His strength. Our highest love 
is only a drop from the Ocean of Love. 
All our purity is derived from Him. If 
there is real happiness in our higher life 
it is a reflection of His joy. Thus 
wisdom, strength, love and joy emanate 
from the source of all that is good and 
great, and descend into our hearts from 
heaven. 


If ye seek admission into that king- 
dom you should consecrate yourselves 
entirely to God and live in Him with 
unity of will and unity of spirit.

Vedic or Objective Yoga—
